(There be diuers kindes 02 
differences of peares, and diuers computations had 
thereof in diuers Ages, and amongſt diuers Nations. 
But J omit them and will ſpeake onely a woꝛd of the 
Julian peare, which is alſo two⸗ fold; Common, and 
Wiſſextile, eꝛ Leape veare Which ſaid Common yeare 
confiſteth of 365. dayes, and 6houres which 6 houres, 
if they ſhould bee reckoned euerpyeare, would make a 
great confuffon. Ind therefoꝛe is reckoned at the end 
of euery fourth rare, which is this pꝛeſent Leap yeare 
conſũiſting of 266. dayes. Foz 4 times 6 doth mak: 24 
houres, which is one whole Naturall day, whereofthat 
yeare is called the Leape yeare, which day is added to 
February, betauſe it is the ſhozteſt moneth. Ind this day 
they put at the 25 ot February, vpon which S. Matthias 
day falleth.
